The Signal. 

A Post-DISPATCH reporter, who formerly 
pumped lightning, was not slow to suppose 
that the Gen. Grant message was the signal 
agreed on by the 1Operators’ Brotherhood to 
strike. At first the message was plausible, 
but when the operators began walking out 
of the office the reporter stopped one of them 
and put the question to him direct, 

‘“‘Wasn’t that the signal to quit work?” 

“Well, it’s all overnow andI don’t sup- 


pose it’s a secret any longer; yes, that was 
the signal,and if some of the scabs 
who were not posted had not over- 
heard it the public would never 
have learned the signal; it was not intended 
to create a hoax, but those fellows Were so 
smart that they had to let what they 
supposed to be news out. You can see how 
reliable those ducks are and to trust them 
with any secret message would be equal to 
putting it in the papers. That was our 
signal and if, through their treachery to the 
company, those fellows fooled the public we 
are not to blame.” 


Mortimer Shaw. 
Mortimer Shaw, the acknowledged head of 
the strikers in St. Louis, is in the employ of 
the Baltimore and Ohio company, and for- 


merly worked for the Western Union com- 

any, by whom he was blacklisted. In 1877 
he was a locomotive fireman ou the Ohio and 
Mississippi railroad, and took a leading part 
in the great strike of that year.

The Strikers’ Funds, 

The striker’s meeting at Lightstone’s Hall 
adjourned at half past two this afternoon, 
to give the linemen, many of whom had no 
sleep last night, an opportunity to 
rest. The proceedings in detail 
were kept a profound’ secret. § {ft 
was given out that they embraced the nec- 
essary action for perfecting organiza- 
ation. No special action was taken 
looking to relief of members, but according 
to a law of the Union each member is 
entitled to the privilege of drawing $7 a week 
during the cont‘nuation of the strike. This 
privilege belongs alike to male and femaie 
members. One of the operators was 
asked by the reporter what means 
of relief they had to. depend 
on, and he answered by taking outa well- 
filled pocket-book and showing it, and re- 
marking: ‘‘Nearly all of us have antici- 
pated this, and have saved up good sums of 
money. Most of us have our iast month’s 
salaries, which we drew out on the 15th, to 
depend on, and when our private funds are 
exhausted we have plenty of money in the 
treasury.” ; 


The Telephoners Satisfied. 

The chances are that the hearty ‘‘Hello 
there,”’ and the more or less subdued objur- 
gations which are shouted into the telep- 
phonic tympanum’ when the person at the 
central office does not ‘‘hello there,” and all 
the other exasperations of the telephone will 


not be removed by general strike of the op- 
erators as a sort of side-show to the big one 
of the telegraphers. A member of the stalff 
empioyed by the Bell Telephone Company cf 
Missouri was interviewed by a Post-vIs- 
PATCH reporter, who asked hin: 

“Is there any prospect via strike among 
the telephoners ?’’ 

“None whatever. The employes are well 
satisfied with their pay and treatment. They 
have not considered the subjectas far as l 
am aware.” 

“Have they any organization ?”’ 

**They have not. it would be a difficult, 
almost an impossible matter to get one up, as 
there are so many Women and young people 
working for tne lelephone Company whum 
it will be impossible to combine in a trust- 
worthy secret body.” 

“Then there is no hope of our being re- 
lieved for a few days of the chronic quarrel!

who won't ever answer our cail, and of our 
being called up by the wrong party, and of 
having to shout luuder after the last breath 
has been exhausted, and of our vain endeav- 
or to hear the jumbied wumblings of the mah 
who will shove his mouth jam into the in- 
strument, and of the office boys’ thunder- 
voiced quarrel with somebody at tlre other 
end of the line, and ali the other ills that 
telephone patrons are heir to?” 

“No, there will be no telephone strike, I 
assure you.

HOW THEY STRUCK. 
| At precisely twelve o’ciock, Washington 
reckoning. several hundred operators in the 
Western Union Telegraph room laid down 
their pencils and started for the halls. Su- 
perintendent Humstune, who was present, 
said the nuinber to leave was abeut what 
had been expected from the reports made tu 
the company. In t e operating room were 
stationed severa! policemen, and these, two- 
gether with the officials who were present, 
asked the strikers to move outas rapidiy as 
possible and to leave the buliuing. ‘Ihe upera- 
tors who reinained at their keys did very 
little work at first and were interested spec- 
tators. Long lines of operators were soon 
filing down the stairs. On their faces were 
depicted various emotions. ‘Ihe majority 
were hilarious, but there were not wantinpy 
those whose features bure a trace of uncer- 
tainty and fear for the future. Many were 
thoughtful aud evidently appreciated that 
the strike might mean lung weeks of idle- 
ness with a scanty salary. The general feei- 
ing was one of confidence, however, and a 
deterinination to win was the watchword. 
As soon as the advance guar: of the strix- 
ers reached the basement the hundreds of 
CURIOUS PEOPLE 
who were there anu in tlie street about the 
building sent up a brief shvut, thus spread- 
ing the news. Ina few minutes more: the 
bulletin boards posted up the facts, and the 
long contemplated and much talked of strike 
had begun and Was fully known atali news 
centers. That it had been largely discussed 
in the gossip of the past week did not pre- 
vent its being received as a  sep- 
sation. At the general Offices of 
the company tuere Was an unusual 
activity and bustle, but no excitement, the 
officials being fully prepared for a strike and 
informed of its extent. There was no dis- 
turbance on the Associated Press wires, 
which tap Washington, Baitimore and Phiia- 
deiphia with their tributary territory, thos : 
wires being manned by Associated Press 
telegraphers,who have made no demand and 
have no grievance. The general sentiment 
of the operators and officials was that the 
news of the country would be taken care of 
by the operators having only the kindest 
feeling towards the press.

Outside the building a great crowd had 
gathered to witness the Separtule of vp- 
erators and there was some cheering as the 
head of sthe column of strikers made its 
appearance, The operators at once 
marched from the to the 
headquarters of t Union tv 
deliberate. When the operating room had 
been cleared it was found forty operators 
Were still at their desks, exciusive of twenty- 
one chief operators and officials. The full ef- 
fect of the strike cannot be stated at this 
this wiring, as there is a natural confusion 
anticipated by the officials growing out of 
the large exodus, butit is eXpected the of- 
fice will be in fair working conditien by 
nightfall. 

‘lie Wheatstone system of the company is 
in full operation, by which all New York 
business can e taken care of. 
Col. Clowry has advices to 
the effect that Omaha, St. Louis and 
Cincinnati offices are in fair shape. and will 
be able to work along with their reduced 
forces. Shortiy after tie strikers had 
left the building operators frum the 
outside began to make their appear- 
ance in the operating room, and were 
given piaces at 11:50 a.m. ‘The officials 
now confidently assert that with the furce 
how attheir command and witha certain 
prospect of new men, public business cau be 
handied without serious friction. 


At Ciucinnati., 

CINCINNATI, O., Juiy 19.—The telegraph- 
ers’ strike in the main office of the Western 
Union Telegraph Company occurred at 11:30. 
At that hour the local chief of the Brother- 


hood gave the signal, three raps on the desk. 
The signal was obeyed by all members of 
the Brothe: hvod rising and goinz- iminedi- 
ately out. ‘There was no confusion, no ex- 
citement. Only about half a dozen. of the 
working force remained at their desks, 
Others will svon be pat on. 

At the main office of the Baltimore and 
Ohio every operatur went out aud business 
was wholly suspended. The same _ hap- 
pened at the main office of the Mutual Union. 
On ’Change ti0 messafes were received or 
sent by either of the three companies having 
offices there. Atthe Western Union office a 
guard was iinmediately placed to prevent 
outsiders entering the operating room. 
All operators abut the office were sent to 
duty up-stairs. Notice had previouxly been 
¥yiven to all operators not mewbers of the 
brotherhood to come in in case of a 
strike. A humber of responses have been 
made already, and a force of over thirty 
operators is now On duty. Superintendent 
Miller says this is the ouly office in his dis- 
trict seriously crippled; that but one opera- 
tor struck at Columbus, while Dayton, 
Springfield and other points have full work- 
ing forces.

Waiting for lhe Strike. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispaten. 

New York, July 19.—Yesterday was a 
day of anxiety and watehfulness in telegraph 
cenlers, a general fear prevailing that the 
long threatened strike of the operators would 
occur, At the roll-cail in the operating 
roow of the Western Unlon Company almost 
every employe reported for duty, and Mr. 
Dealey, the superintendent, smilingly gave 
instructions for the day. Four hundred and 
seventy-three employes of the company were 
on duty. Of that number 160 were females. 
There appearéd to be some littie excitement 
in the room,~but: it was hot noticeable 
to those unaéquainted with the work- 
ings of the department. Some of the 
euployes were moving about uneasily in 
their chairs, and many of then exchanged 
significant giances. At noon it was reported 
that the operators of Chicago uad left their 
instrumefts, and were the first toinaugurate 
the strike throughout the United States, but 
Luat report was soon denied. In the hal! 
outside the president’s offices a few men 
talked earnestiy, and when approached by 
outsiders dispersed and left the building. 
They were thought to be persuns designated 
by the executive committee to repert the 
proceedings. The executive board of the 
company met at noon tw consider the griev- 
ances of the operators. Among the first to 
arrive were Russell Sage and Sidney Dillon. 

JAY GOULD 

discarded the elevator and tripped lightiy 
up the massive staircase and ente the 
room. After he arrived the doors were 
closed and the meeting was opened. Later 
when the news of the action of the board 
was made known in the corridors on the 
third floor it was quickly transmitted to the 
operating room and was soor known to évery 
employe on that floor.

All this money must come out of 
the operators’ salaries, and they do not feel 
inclined further to work for a pittance. I’m 
not afraid of the company. It cannot harm 
me, and you may put me down as. saying 
that itis the meanest corporation. in exist 
ence.’ Wis; 

At 5:30 o’clock p. m. the day force quietly 
went off duty and the night force took their 
poness. The day men lingered around the 
yuilding before eoing to their homes, com- 
paring notes with each other. Though volu- 
ble enough among themselves, their conyer- 
sation was always carried on in an under- 
tone when any one approached. At the 
Manhattan Hotel the executive committee of 
the operators was in session all day, without, 
interinission even-for meals. The members 
held their meeting witn closed doors, Mr. 
Eugene J. O’Connor, in reply to a question 
about the strike, said: “Tu-day, above~all 
the days since the trouble commenced, it is 
necessary for us to 

REFUSE INFORMATION 
to the press. We have reached such a crisis 
that I dare not say anything.”” One of the 
direetors of the Western Union told a re- 
porter that arrangements had been perfected 
by which, in case of a strike, English opera- 
tors would come on from the other side. 
‘This statement naving been repeated to Mr. 
Eugene J. O’Connor, he said. ‘That is all 
bosh. Eight months ago the brotherhood 
sent a representative to England, where, he 
formed the onerators into an assuciation af- 
filiating with ours. All the best men in En- 
gland are as thuroughly organized as we are. 
The company cannot get any of them to 
come over to take our: places.’ At eleven 
o’ciock last night the nigiit 
inen were at work as usual. 
The superintendent said that his force 
was present, and the men even more than 
ordinarily attentive to their duties. It was 
learned during the day that the vice-presi- 
dent of the Brotherhood of Telegraphers is 
an accomplished, talented and beautifyl 
young lady. whois employed in one of the 
central offices at a saiary of $80 a month. 
She was at the meeting on Sunday afternoon, 
and, in a stirring impromptu speech, urged 
her companions to insist upon their rights. 
She agreed to surrender her position with 
them, and share their fortunes, whatever 
they might be. When the news of the con- 
cession on the wartof the Baltimore and 
Ohio Company was brougit to the meeting, 
she was entiusiastic, aud 
JOINED IN THE CHEERS 

that were given. . The grain and pro- 
vision markets at the Produce Exchange 
were disturbed yesterday by the anticipated 
strike, which would seriousiy injure business 
by 1nterrupting in a large measure the com- 
inunication between New York and the 
Western markets. Much relief was felt 
when it became apparent that there would 
be no strike, but the brokers are apprehen- 
sive of to-day’s developments. On Wall 
street the strike Was an universal theme of 
conversation. ‘lhe belief was pretty geueral 
thatift e Western U.ion resisted the de- 
mands of the operators that it had taken 
precautions, and would not be avsolutely 
powerless to transact business in case ofa 
strike. Western Union was not very active- 
ly dealt in On the exchange and closed weak- 
er in price, the effect. of the anticipated 
strike. 


Advice to Both Sides.

The Report of General Grant’s 
E Death. 


It is Believed to Have Ben Circulated by the 
Striking Operators—The General Quite 
Weil.

At ten o’clock this morning & telegraphic 
dispatch was received in St. Louis couched 


in these words: 
“New YorK, July 19.—Gen. Grant dropped 


dead on the street this morning of heart dis- 


ease.” 
This dispatch was bulletined at the Globe- 


Democrat office, but was discredited by the 
Post-DisPaTcH, which made no statement 
whatever on its bulletin board. 

The announcement created the wild- 
est interest and the newspaper 
and telegraph offices were at 
once besieged by anxious throngs of inquir- 
ers. Simultaneously with the receipt of 


the telegram above quoted the telegraphers’ 
strike was organized and on this account, it 
was impossibie to obtain further details. The 
Post-DisPpATCH telegraphed the New 
York World’ office and the Asso 
ciated «=séPress~=ss offices «sin New York 
city for information, but the replies received 
were to the effect that at neither of the 
places mentioned had any confirmation of 
the report been received. The theory was 
advanced here that the telegram announcing 
Gen. Grant’s death was the preconcerted 
signal agreed upon among the telegraphers 
to announce the moment for beginning the 
strike; it being suggested as an explanation 
that the announcement of the sudden demise 
of so prominent an individual as Gen. Grant 
would create a pressing demand forthe use 
of the wires, and the consequent disappoint- 
ment of enquirers would throw into intense 
relief the wrong-headedness of the officiais 
of the Western Union Telegraph Company 
in refusing to accede to the demands of the 
strikers. At 

THE MOMENT WHEN THE STRIKE 
was inangurated a Post-DISPATCH reporter 
happened to be in conversation with Post- 
tinaster Sam Hays, during the course of 
whieh ex-Judge Chester H. Krum entered 
the postmaster’s office. The Krums, 
father and son, have always been in- 
timate friends of the Grant tamily 
and the conclusion, at which the reporter at 
onee arrived, that Judge Krum’s visit to 
Mr. Hays was in some manner connected 
with the dispatch referred to, proved to be cor- 
rect, for a few moments afterwards Post- 
master Havs stated that Judge Krum had 
informed him that be had received denials of 
the report of General Grant’s death, but 
that the denials were couched in 
dubious language, and failed to convince 
him tnat they were well founded. Almost im- 
mediately afterwards the sane reporter en- 
countered Judge John M. Krum on Taird 
street opposite the Post-office, anl ques- 
tioned him concerning the report. 

“The report of Gen. Grant’s death is true,” 
sait Judge John M. Krum. “There is no 
doubt in the world about it.”’ 

‘Have you received any confirmatory dis- 
patches coneerning it?” 

“Yes, sir. I gota telegram a few minutes 
ago irom a friend in Chicago stating the 
same fact as that announced by the telegram 
to Collector Sturgeon from New York.” 

“Have vyrouany objection to stating the 
name of your Chicago informant?’ asked the 
reporter. 

“None at all, but I do not think it necessa- 
ry to do so,” saying which Judge Krum 
walked away. 

NOT TRUE. 

At twelve o’clock a dispatch was received 
at the Post-DiIsPATCH office from its New 
York correspondent authoritatively denying 
the report of Gen. Grant’sdeath. ‘This state- 
ment is entirely correct. 

Collector Isaac H. Sturgeon, another per- 
sonal friend of Gen. Grant’s, was said tu 
have been the recipient of the 
first dispatch announcing General 
Grant’s death, but to a Post-DISPATCH re- 
porter Mr. Sturgeon denied that he had re- 
ceived the telegiam. 

The unavoidavle conclusion seems to be 
that the telegram was a pure ‘fabrication on 
the part of some one in New York City, for 
some purpose probably as @lsewhere sug- 
gested, connected with the present 
strike of the telegraph operators. 
The excitement in the streets and wherever 
peuple are in the daily habit of congregating, 
was intense and widespread. Opinions dif- 
fered Widely as to the truth of the -renort.

SUNDAY LAWS. 
In a number of recent interviews with a 
Post-DisPATCH reporter, the pastors of 
our churches disclosed the fact that hardly 
any two of them agree as toa proper ob 
servance of Sunday as a day of rest, or as to 
what acts would violate the spirit and pur- 
pose of the Sunday law. 
One would make people eat cold victuals 
on Sunday so as_ to insure the cooks a rest. 
One was inclined to think that not even the 
supplying of fresh milk to customers on 
Sunday was permissible as a work of neces- 
sity. One saw no harm in drinking his cus- 
tomary glass of beer on Sunday, and there- 
fore no harm in keeping the saloons open on 
Sunday to furnish him with the bevera ge 
fresh and cool. Even the strictest Sabbatar- 
ians drew distinctions and madé exceptions 
of such a purely personal and shadowy char- 
acter that the law and its administrators 
could not take cognizance of them. It was 
plain that personal tastes and feelings on the 
subject were so various that even the strict- 
est Sabbatarians could not enforce the law so 
as to satisfy the consciences of all théir own 
sect. 
So it has been for many centuries and al- 
ways will be. There never nas beén a time 
when the teachers of religion could agree in 
drawing the line of Sunday observance. 
There has always been stubborn opposition 
to Rabbinical and Puritan ideas on the sub- 
ject, and, left to have it all their Own way,the 
upholders of those ideag wouid soon be at 
loggerheads with one another. The first en- 
forcement of the Downing Law was against 
a Sunday-schoo!l picnie. 
Because churches and religious teachers 
could not settle this question the State has 
Jeft the religious observance of the day to the 
conscience of the individual, and made Sun- 
day a civil holiday merely, with the sole pur- 
pose of securing a day of rest forall. Why 
should not the mode of utilizing this rest be 
left to the individual, as well as the relig- 
ious observance of the day? The real tangi- 
ble differences in regard to the one are as 
many and various as in regard to the other.

Chief Examiner Lyman Talks About the 
Result of the Examinations—Ladies 
Generally Successful Applicants—Some 
Curious Facts. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, July 19.—The Civil Ser- 
vice Commissioners are pretty well satisfied 
with their work thus far. They have exan- 
ined now about five hundred applicants for 
places, and found the result quite as expect- 
ed. The people who have come to them, 
they say, are, as a rule, good meén and wom- 
en, and will prove an honor to the syste 
and to the departments. Your correspond- 
enthadalong talk with Chief Examiner 
Lyman yesterday.

No thorough examina- 
tion of the papers by those examined here 
has yet been made, but it will probably give 
as large a proportion of successful candi- 
dates as among those at other points. So far 
as the Commission is able to judge about 
two-thirds of those who apply are success- 
fulin getting through. ‘They appear to be 
a pretty intelligent class of people,” said 
Mr. Lyman, ‘“‘though there are some whose 
lack of intelligence is quite astonishing. It 
is a surprising fact that some who have posi- 
tively no education and no qualifications 
will apply, and try.to pass an examination. 
They are the exception, however.” 

“Do you have many ladies among the ap- 
plicants ?”’ 

“Yes, nearly as many as of - 

THE OTHER SEX. 

They are generally bright and successful, 
though they do not go at the questions in 
quite so satisfactory a manner as the men. I 
think about two-thirds of the applicants in 
each of the sexes pass. We find them, as a 
rule, inclined to be fair and honest in their 
work, though in New Orleans I had to dis- 
miss four ladies for attempting to help one 
another in the examinations. We have to 
be very strict about that.” 

‘‘How do the applicants from the District 
compare with those from other points?” 

“They are a better class here, because 
their observation of Government methods 
is of great advantage tothem. Thus many 
ot the applicants here have held positions at 
some time, and are more or less familiar 


with the duties of office. Under the law, 
however, we Can appuint but few from the 
District, because they must be distributed 
to the States and Territories, according to 
their population.”

- A DRY BRAIN. 
A Study in Anat»my That Puzzled the 
San Francisco Doctors. 
From the San Francisco Chronicle. 


The autopsy on the body of Robert Hart, 
the one-legged notion deaier, who died on the 
evening of the 4th, after being struck by 
Thomas Fogarty, a Pacitic street saloon- 
keeper, brought to ijight a most interesting 
and for some filme puzziing study in anatumy. 
The post-mortem was conducted by Drs. 
Levingstou, Dennis and Biach. Every organ, 
including heart, Jungs, liver, etc., was found 
to be perfectly norwai and. hea.thy, and the 
most minute inspection of the spinal cord 
and other vital parts failed to reveal any 
cause of death. The absence of any wound 
or abrasion puzzled the physicians, and it 
was not until the brain was reached that the 
mystery was solved. When the seat- of 
knowledge was reached it was_ dis- 
covered that theré was nota particle of blood 
about the brain and that it had been literally 

aralyzed by a desertion of the fluids. The 

atality is technically known as anemia or pri- 
vation of blovud in thecapillary vessels. ihe 
brain, Dr. Levingston expiained to a Chroni- 
cle reporter, is nourished by the oxygen in 
the corpuscles of the blood. A rush or de- 
sertion of blood from the head consequently 
leaves insufficient nutrition for the brain to 
carry on its functions and a paralysis ef the 
heart occurs. This will cause death in from 
three and a half to five minutes. Fainting 
fits are a form of anemia, but seldom of sul- 
ficient severity to result fataily. In Hart's 
ease the disease, if such it can be termed, 
was not due to force or violence, but to 
either emvtion or the shock of Fogarty's 
sudden attack. Fright may have produced 
it, but from the prowess attributed to the 
deceased by his friends it is more likely that 
the emotion was une ot rage. Although pos-

- AMERICAN SARDINES. 


How the Native Herring Beeomes a 
Fuli-Fledged Foreigner. 
Frown « Portland (Me.) Letter. 

It is not generally knowu that very few, if 
any, sardines are imported. Nearly all the 
fish consumed in America. come from the 
southeast corner of this State. At Eastport 
there are nineteen places where they turn 
out sardines ; at Lubec, three, and along the 
coast at different points mauy others are 
found. The process of preparation is very 
interesting. 

To catch the fish small trees or brush are 
thrust into the bottom of little bays or di- 
rectiy into the main body of water. They 
are arraiged into a line quite close together, 
running out from the shore some seventy- 
five ora hundred feet, then curved like a 
horseshve, with a line returned to the shore. 
In thisis placed anet. At the proper tidal 
moment the net is raised aud the fish taken 
upin seoop-nets. The fish are not sardines 
at all, but small herring. The catch is al- 
Ways very uncertain. Sometimes only: a 
bushel or two will be taken, and at others so 
many as to endanger the safety of the net. 

After being placed in the boats they are at 
once taken to the packing piase and laid 
upon tables in heaps. The first step requires 
the cutting off of the head and the removal 
of the entrails, The degree of dexterity 
with which both of these operations are 
performed is astonishing, especially as they 
are done entirely by very young children. 
The writer counted one little girl’s work 
during the minute, and found she decapitated 
aud removed the interior portions of eighty 
fish in that time. Both operations are done 
with one stroke of the knife. The head is 
neatly severed from the body, and the knife 
is then pulled sligntly away from the fish, 
removing the one canal which composes the 
entire digestive arrangement. A iarge box 
holding about a bushel lies directly at the 
feet of each operative, into which the fish 
slides, while the head is thrown by the same 
fatal stroke into another. The pay for this 
work is ten cents for each box full. Some of 
the more expert make from $1-to $1 50 per 


ay. 

The fish are then placed in warm water, 
which is slightly agitated in order to Cleanse 
them thoroughly. Alter this necessary pre- 
caution they are piaced on very large grid- 
irons, of which the bars are thin and wide 
apart, and aré then suspended over a very 
hot fire, where they are partly broiled. 
These gridirons are called “flakes,” and 
hold about 120 fish. The sardines are placed 
In position on the “flakes”’ by little girls, 
who receive ten cents for filling every hun- 
dred. After broiling, the fish are ready for 
the boxes. These are already prepared with 
the atiractive French labeis, stating that the 
inclused are “Sardines a l’huile superieure,”’ - 
and others claim to contain “‘l’huile @’olive,”’ 
but this is false. The oil is cotton-seed, 
—_ and moe and jis not always of the 

est Quality. The first quality of oil is used, 
however, for those sardines suld as prime. 

The boxing or packing is anotuer part of 
the operation, at which the little people are 
quite expert. A fish is seized in eacu hand 
aud laid lengthwise ip the box, first a head 
at the outer end and thenatail. In wateh- 
ing the packing an observer is struck with 
the idea that it is much easier to pat them in 
the box than to take them out. After the 
box is fulla small quantity of cotton-seed 
oil, about half a gill, is poured in, and it is 
then passed to another set of girls,who place 
the bottoms in position. These fit snugly 
just inside the outer rim and rest upon a lit- 
vie shoulder Of iron. 

The boxes are now ready for the sealers. 
These men sit at long tabies, and each one 
has a little stove and soldering iron at his 
side. The box is Piacedin a little grooved 
platform, which forms the top of a revolving 
frame, extending below the table and 
worked by the feet. The solder, in long, 
thin sticks or coils, is placed about half aa 
inch above the end of the» hot copper- 
pointed iron, and is rapidly melted, running 
down along the point and filling up the 
groove. After slightly scratching with the 
point of the copper a number or mark to in- 
dicate the sealer, whose identity is thereby 
established in case of bad work, the boxes 
are taken toan immense caidron, where the 
contents are boiled for two hours, thus com- 
pletiug the cooking process and dissolving 
the bones of the fish. . 

After boiling, the boxes aré placed side by 
side, anda small hole is punctured in one 
corner in order to permit the air, which was 
necessarily sealed in the box, to escape. This 
sometimes comes with a sudden spurt, 
throwing a tiny stream of steam and oil in 
all directions, Immediately after this a boy 
seais the hole with solider, and the box is 
then placed with others in a revolving cham- 
ber partly filled with sawdust. A few revo- 
lutions cleanse them of all dirt and oil, and 
they are then ready for testing. Each box 
is taken up separately between the thumb 
and fore-finger and slightly pressed. If it 
yields there is a hole somewhere, through 
whien air enters the box, “or there is still 
sume remaining air which did not escape 
when the bux was pierced. It is thrown 
aside and returned to the sealer, who must 
pay the value of the box thus spoiled. The 
final handling is done when the sardines are 
packed in large wooden boxes for shipment. 

Almost the entire product is shipped to 
New York, whence it is sold to retailers 
throughout the country. Oneof the estab- 
lishments in Lubec prepares about 4,000 box: 
es daily. When itis remembered that there 
are nineteen such places in Eastport and 
many others at different seaport tewns, tie 
en rmous consuinption of the gentle herring 
masquerading under the nobler titie may be 
seen. Theactual cost per box, including all 
expenses, is five cents. The profit made by 
the packers sometimes reaches seven and 
nine cents, but is oftener less. The differ- 
ence between these prices and the consum- 
ers’ expenditure is lost in the diferent hands 
througu which the fish pass.
